sufferers have been entirely cured by 
this treatm en t!” 
This is especially 
encouraging since formerly only one 
to two per cent of the victims of this 
disease recovered. 
The treatmen t involves some risk 
and can only be performed in in sti­ 
tution s that specialize in this work. 
The germs of malaria are inoculated 
into the patient. 
This is done by 
exposing him to the bite of an in ­ 
fected Anopheles mosquito. 
This mosquito tran sm its malaria. 
Of course the necessary precautions 
are taken to preven t the spread of 
the disease to well persons.
